Jews Between Nazism and Bolshevism 


Henceforward, the 3,500,000 Jews of Poland must live a divided fate. Slightly the greater 
part of them come under Soviet rule, and the- lesser part—numbering well over a millién—fall 
to the Nazis. The coming months, unless further violent changes are forthcoming, will sée 
them assimilated in all essentials, for good or ill, to the Jews who are already subjects 


of either country. 


No time has been wasted by the Nazis in zealously 
Setting about the Gleichschaltung of their Jewish vic- 
tims. All reports from the occupied area concur in 
describing the new regime as one of frightfulness. 


Nazis’ Reign of Terror 


The Nazis have appointed a number of German anti- 
Semites resident in Poland to posts in important cities, 
and the new officials have instituted a reign of terror 


against the Jews. This applies to Lodz, Cracow, Kielce, 


and Czenstochowa. Jewish property is being stolen 
and Jews beaten and molested in the streets. Some 
of those who have dared to protest against this treat- 
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A correspondent of the CHicaGo Daity News 
reports: “ Throughout the occupied area the Jews have 
been rounded up and put to work at hard labour, filling 
in the trench shelters and repairing the roads and 
bridges.” Truckloads of Jews conscripted for manual 
labour were seen in the streets of Lodz, says an 
Associated Press correspondent. “In another section 
I saw bearded Jews carrying stones, one by one, to 
help ‘troops reconstruct dynamited bridges,” he said. 
Wieruszow, which had 6,000 inhabitants, half of 
them Jews, “looked like the ruins. of Pompeii,” with 
the entire town a maze of charred walls. , 

Reports reaching Paris describe the carnage in the 
eastern districts of Poland caused by Nazi ‘planes 
before the Russian troops occupied the territory. 
Hundreds of Jews in the border towns were killed and 
wounded, and Synagogues in Krzemiemec, Dubno, 
Baranowichi, and other Volhynian towns were bombed, 
The mainly Jewish towns of. Siedice and Lublin are 
said to have been badly damaged, and the main streets 
of Lwow were gutted. Tens of thousands of Jewish 
refugees from the war zones had sought shelter in the 
Baranowichi and Krzemieniec districts, and contributed 
to the roll of victims. 


Wealthier Citizens Leave Red Area 


When the Russians entered Vilna, says a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency report, quoting witnesses now in 
Riga, armoured lorries carrying packages of meat, 


sugar, and butter followed the Russian tanks in, and’ 


soldiers distributed the food to the city’s poor, whose 
numbers were more than doubled by the influx of 
refugees from other areas. The Russian authorities 
announced that all persons desiring to leave the city 
were at liberty to do so without molestation within 
twenty-four hours. Banks continued to pay out even

JEWS WANT TO ENLIST 


Colonel Wedgwood Offers to Form 
Anti-Aircraft Battalion

From one who is in close touch with the situat.on, 
I learn that there is a very strong feeling among the 
Jewish refugees from Germany tm this country that 
they do not want to take. jobs in commerce or industry 
while Englishmen are serving with the Forces 

Moreover, they are expressing their gratitude for the 
asylum which Britain has given them by volunteering 
for active service with the British Forces in many 
thousands. Indeed, the authorities are being mmundated 
with such applications. 

rhis is the most striking fact in connection with the 
refugees vis-a-vis the present emergency. 

Colonel J. C. Wedgwood, M.P., has made an offer to 
the War Office to raise an anti-aircraft battahon com- 
posed of refugee Jews. He has not yet received Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s answer, but the matter will naturally await 
the result of the Alien -Fribunals which will decide who 
are allowed to offer themselves, whether tor military or _ 
civilian services. 

A statement about these tribunals was made by the 
Home. Secretary in the House of Commons last week

92 per cent. of the Jewish population between cighteen 
and fifty years of age.

In 
Lodz alone, reports L’INDEPENDANCE BELGE, thousands 
of Jews have been arrested and hundreds executed. 

A New York TIMEs correspondent, who was 
allowed to visit the German armies in the field, 
reported that fifty Jews were shot in the town of 
Wieruszow and the whole centre of the town gutted. 
The correspondent added that this story could be 
duplicated in many towns Of Western Poland. The 
price for German casualties, the report said, was paid 
mostly by the Jews, for the Jews formed the majority 
ot the urban population in the towns in the battle area.

PROFESSOR SIGMUND FREUD 


Founder of Modern Science of Psycho-analysis 


We regret to record that Professor Sigmund Freud, the world-famous originator of the 
science of psycho-analysis,‘ passed away last Saturday night at the residence of his son in 
Maresfield Gardens, West Hampstead, at the age of 83. He had been in ill-health for a 
long time. The distinguished scientist fled from Vienna last year when the Germans invaded 

Austria, and had lived in London ever since. 


Sigmund Freud was born of poor Jewish parents at In 1930. Freud was awarded the Goethe Prize by the 
Freiberg, Moravia, on May 6, 1856.

Although the study of medicine 
did not particularly attract him, he 
entered Vienna University as a 
medical student when seventeen years 
of age, and graduated as a Doctor of 
Medicine eight years later, in 1873. 
He was admitted to the University as 
Privatdozent. in 1885\\and in the same 
year he began to ‘specialise in the 
study of nervous diseases... He spent 
some time with the’ famous Charcot 
(founder of the school of psycho- 
therapeutics at Nancy) in Paris, with 
Baginsky in Berlin, and also studied 
under the well-known French 
neurologist, Bernheim. In 1886 he

Freud was Hon. President of the Yivo (lewish Scientific 
Institute) and of the Advisory Research Council of the 
Jewish Health Research Institute, a consultative body of the 
World Union Ose, and a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Hebrew University, Jerusalem. 

The deceased had a strong Jewish consciousness, which 
showed itself not only in his bitter resentment against anti- 
Semitic prejudice, but also positively, in his pride in and 
affection for his people. His exacting scientific labours left 
him little leisure for communal work, but he always pre- 
served contact with Jewry, and was an honoured member 
of the Vienna branch of B'nai B'rith. 


BROADCAST TRIBUTES 


Dr. Kris, Viennese collaborator of Dr. Freud, paid tribute 
to his master in a German broadcast from the B.B.C.. which 
was added to the regular German hour on Sunday night. 

After a short survey of the life and work of Professor 
Freud, Dr. Kris referred to the relationship between psycho- 
analysis and National Socialism. Freud, he said. revealed 
the danger of curtailing the freedom of children. - There 
was Only a step from the educational to the social problem. 
Freud strongly opposed the limitation of the freedom of the 
people and the diversion to scapegoats of their natural hate 
against their oppressors. 

A German announcer broadcasting from Paris on the 
same evening, stated that Freud was working on a psycho- 
pathology of National Socialism at the time of his death. 


MR. CARL LAEMMLE (Hollywood) 
Pioneer Film Producer 


Mr. Carl Laemmle, the pioncer film producet, died in 
Hollywood on Sunday. He was seventy-two 

Mr. Laemmle was born in Laupheim, Germany, and 
emigrated to the United States in 1884. He had a hard 
struggle for existence at first, working as a clerk, as 


bookkeeper, as a newsboy, and on a farm 


In 1906 he became interested in moving pictures, and 
that year opened a theatre, the Whitefront, in Chicago. 
This venture proved successful, and after opening 
another theatre, he established film exchanges in a 
number of American and Canadian ‘towns. 

Laemmle's first picture, “ Hiawatha,” was released in 
1909 by his independent Yankee Films Company. He 
made film -history by sending a company to England 
to film “ Ivanhoe” in its original setting. In 1912, Mr. 
Laemmle formed the Universal Company and started 
soon after the Universal City Studio. 

“All Quiet on the Western Front,” completed in 1930 
and produced by Laemmle's son, was awarded every 
competitive prize offered in the States and abroad for. 
the best picture of the year. 

Mr. Laemmle was an active member of three Jewish 
organisations: the Wilshire Boulevard. Temple of Los 
Angeles, the Standard Club of Chicago, and the Har- 
monie Club of New York. He married Recha Stern, 
of Flieden, Germany. His son, Carl Laemmle, Junior, 
succeeded his father as director of the Universal Pic- 
tures Corporation in 1929, but has since become an 
independent producer.

ECONOMIC LIFE WILL NEED 
REORGANISING 


High Commissioner’s Broadcast 


The High Commissioner for Palestine, Sir Harold 
MacMichael, in a broadcast last week, dwelt on the 
difficult economic situation caused in Palestine by the 
dislocation of trade, by the hindrance of transport, and 
the probable curtailment of imported goods. ; 

He urged the strictest economy in consumption, and 
referred to the need for reshaping economic life. Much 
hard work and careful organisation, he said, would be 
necessary, and he appealed for the co-operation of all 
elements to increase local production of vegetables, 
cereals, oils, etc. :

This measure aims at 
mobilising the finances of the Yishuv to meet every 
contingency. 


KEREN HAYESOD’S APPEAL 
World Jewry Must Help Yishuv 


The Directors of the Keren Hayesod are making 
elaborate plans for the continuance of work in all 
countries. 

Dr. A. Hantke and Mr. L. Jaffe, Directors, have 
issued a manifesto to the Zionist Organisations of the 
world urging immediate efforts to help the Yishuv to 
tide over the present period. 

In this crucial hour, the manifesto states, the Yishuv 
stands fi.tn and united, endeavouring to carry on its 
work. New immigrants are being received, colonisa- 
tion is being intensified, and every preparation is being 
made to face all difficulties and tasks with courage and 
determination. 

it is hoped, the appeal continues, that Jews in every 
country will immediately concentrate their efforts to 
enable the Yishuv to surmount the difficulties by which 
it is con!,onied, and to help it to tide over this distress- 
ing period until it will more than ever become the 
source of strength and hope for Israel. 


ANOTHER REFUGEE SHIP CAPTURED 


The Palestine coastguard has captured a steamer 
seeking to land 1,200 refugees who had no immigra- 
tion visas. The steamer was flymg the Panama flag and 
was captined by a Russian. Most of the refugees, who 
had embarked in Rumania at the beginning of August, 
are from Czecho-Slovakia. They were taken to the 
camp in Sarafand. 


_REVISIONIST LEADERS RELEASED

AMERICAN PERMITS EXTENDED 
No German Jews to be Deported 


Between four and five thousand refugees from 
Germany will benefit by the United States Govern- 
ment's decision to permit the extension of temporary 
travellers’ permits up to a two-year period, or further. 

None of the refugees in the States on temporary visas 
will be forced to return to Germany or to Nazi- 
dominated Jands even if it is possible to deport them. 


ON THE HIGH SEAS 
Unknown Fate of Jews in German Boats 


Considerable concern is being manifested in Shanghai 
over the fate of a number of German-Jewish refugees 
known to have been aboard German liners heading for 
this port at the outbreak of the war. 

Refugees were known to have been on board at least 
four German liners with Shanghai as their destination. 
These liners have not arrived, and the local refugee 
authorities and relatives of the passengers have had no 
word as to their fate. 

The ships include the freighter Elbe, which was due 
on August 30 and is now believed to be in Manila 


harbour, the Coburg, due September 10, the Nordmark, 


due September 14, and the liner Potsdam, which left 
Bremen on August 23. 

The first three had small groups of refugees aboard, 
but the Potsdam had a party of 180. It is believed that 
the Potsdam may have taken refuge in an Italian or 
Spanish port. 


IN BELGIUM 


[From our Correspondent—ANTWERP] 


The Refugee Committee is making. great efforts to cope 
with the situation in view of the fact that relief funds have 
ceased to come from abroad, and a number of refugees are 
stranded. here because the Emigration Society is unable to 
pay for their passages. Apart from this, the situation is 
ageravated by transport difficulties. A number of Palestinians 
and those with certificates are anxious to proceed to Pales- 
tine but are stranded owing to the closing of the frontiers 
and delays in obtaining transit visas..- 


INTERNMENT CAMPS IN FRANCE 
The Sheep and the Goats 


The French authorities have started the classification 
of male German nationals interned in concentration 
camps and are separating refugees from the Reich from 
persons considered as enemy aliens. 

The refugees are permitted to communicate with their 
families and to receive parcels. They are lodged in 
newly-cleaned and painted stables at a large racecourse 
and are guarded by a battalion of colonials who have 
the same accommodation. 

A committee representing the refugees last week 
called on the commandant and asked permission to 
compliment the cook on the quality of the soup he had 
served them. 

Although military discipline is observed, it is not 
rigorous. 


ARGENTINE POSSIBILITIES 


Reporting to the New York conference of the 
Federation of Polish Jews in America, Mr. Wolf 
Orzech, delegate from Argentina, declared that 
“tremendous possibilities ” exist for the settlement of 


Polish and other Jews under the selective principle if 


responsible organisations were to present concrete plans 
to the Government. 


CZECH REFUGEES IN ENGLAND 


The Self-Aid Association of Jews from Bohemia, Moravia, 
and Slovakia in England has announced that with the advent 
of the war, its primary task of facilitating Jewish immigra- 
tion has-been finished, and the organisation will in future 
devote itself to aiding refugees from Czecho-Slovakia in this 
country to accommodate themselves to their new conditions. 

The organisation has started publication of a news bulletin 
in Czech, to inform refugees here of ali developments of 
interest to them. The formation of a joint committee of 
the Association and the Federation of Czecho-Slovak Jews im 
England is announced. a

THROUGH RUSSIA TO PALESTINE 


Seventy-five Palestinian Jews who were stranded in 
Kaunas, Lithuania, in their efforts to find a way back to 
Palestine, have appealed to the Soviet Embassy for transit 
visas across Russia. They have been notified that per- 
mission to cross the country would be accorded to them on 
October 10. 

The Latvian Zionist Organisation has appealed to the 
Russian Government to permit a transit arrangement 
whereby emigrants from Latvia to Palestine can proceed 
by way of Odessa. Moscow has replied that particulars 
of each case must be submitted individually for decision. 
The Latvian Palestine Committee has announced that it 
has received a request from London to ask the Russian 
Consulate in Riga for transit visas for fifty-six German- 
Jewish children now in Denmark. 

The Latvian Government has imposed forced labour, 
including road-building, on about 1,000 Jewish refugees 
who are in the country illegally or whose permits to stay 
have expired. |

POLISH JEWS’ BRAVERY 


Tribute by Sejm Leader 


A tribute to the bravery of Polish Jews was paid last 
week by M. Prystor, former Prime Minister of Poland 
and Marshal of the Polish Senate, on his arrival in 
Kaunas (Kovno). 

In an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
M. Prystor, who has in the past been accused of anti- 
Semitism (his wife, a member of the Sejm, was the 
authoress of the Anti-Shechita Bill), said that the Jews 
had done their duty in an exemplary manner, fighting 
heroically for Poland. There had been no Jewish prob- 
lem in the Republic during the war. Previously, the 
Jewish problem had exercised the Endeks, but there was 
no antipathy-to the Jews among the people, he said. 
The common misfortune of war had united the entire 
Polish nation. 

The Jews of Poland had stood shoulder to shoulder 
with other Polish citizens to defend the rights of all, 
said Count Potocki, the Polish Ambassador to the 
U.S.A., addressing the third biennial conference of the 
Federation of Polish Jews in America by telephone 
from Washington last week. 


General Mond, commander of the garrison at 
Katowice, described as the only Polish-Jewish General, 
is reported to have met his death while leading a 
bayonet charge. | 


RADIO-WAR IN GERMANY 
Anti-Nazis Denounce Jew-Baiters 


In broadcasts over the week-end, the secret anti-Nazi 
“Freedom ” wireless station has been calling on Ger- 
mans to disregard Nazi lies and to oppose anti-Jewish 
propaganda. “Make no difference between yourself 
and your neighbour on racial or religious grounds,” 
it warned. “ Help all victims of the Nazis ... Fight 
against Hitler with all your might, because he has 
expelled the best German thinkers, murdered the 
workers’ leaders, and slaughtered the Jews. Down with 
Hitler!” | 

Meanwhile, official Nazi German broadcasts belie the 
reports of a change in the official attitude towards the 
Jews. Attacks are made regularly in the news bulletins. 
‘ They are still saying that Britain is fighting for 
“ Jewish financiers and Jewish gold.” In one broadcast, 
it was declared that the verminous atmosphere left by 
the hundreds of thousands of Jewish inhabitants of 
beleaguered Warsaw would have to be blown away. 


JEWISH “SEDITION ” IN SLOVAKIA 


- Following the reports of a Slovak rising, it was stated 
on the German wireless last week that a “ seditious 
organisation” had been unearthed in Bratislava. The 
members were alleged to be mainly Jews, and the 
activities to have included the spreading of information. 

SLOVENSKA PRAVDA, the organ of the pro-Nazi 
Government of Slovakia, says that the authorities have 
decided to appropriate all Jewish factories, workshops, 
businesses, and immovable property. Some compensa- 
tion is to be allowed.

relatively large sums, and many Jews took advantage 
of the offer, closed their businesses, and left for Latvia 
or Lithuania. 

The stream of refugees towards Latvia lessened at 
the end of last week, apparently because of the wide- 
spread diminution of anxiety, particularly among the 
poorer classes, as to the attitude of the Russians. Only 
sixty families of the wealthier classes, among whom 
were a few Jews, arrived in Riga on Thursday of last 
week. 


Refugees Return 


Contrary to expectations, the Russians did not 
immediately advance to the border town of Turmont 
and close the Lithuanian frontier. The free exodus of 
the refugees there was permitted by the Russians, but 
many of them are returning to Poland. Conditions, 
the J.7.A. adds, are gradually becoming normal, and 
the railway service between Latvia and Russia has been 
resumed. 3 

According to the News CHRONICLE, the Rumanian 
frontier was reopened on Wednesday of last week, and 
refugees began to stream back to “ Soviet Poland.” 


The Lion’s Share 


Among the principal towns stated to be falling to 
Russia are Vilna itself, with a population of 200,000, 
of whom 55,000 are Jews; Lublin (70,000, with 39,000 
Jews); Lwow (200,000, with 100,000 Jews): and Brest- 
Litovsk. 

The Nazis obtain Lodz, with 200,000 Jews out of 
a total population of 600,000; Cracow, with 56,000 
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pcefes in Eastern Poland before the Invasion._-Top left: A group of Jews with a White 
Sarny, south of Pinsk. It will be noted that the peasants carry their boots and go baref 
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Jews out of a total of 254,000; Katowice, Poznan, and 
Gdynia. Both Russia and Germany each obtain a 
population of about 16,000,000, but Russia obtains 
96,400 square miles of territory, as against 52,600 for 
Germany.

Impressions of a Recent Visitor 


GRADUAL EXTINCTION OF 
RELIGION 


Meagre Hopes for Community’s Survival 


[By aC orrespondent] 


During a very recent visit to Russia, I attended 
Sabbath morning service in the principal Synagogue of 
Leningrad. There are four Synagogues still functioning 
in Leningrad. The one I attended is the largest and is 
of striking architectural beauty. 

In contrast to the somewhat dilapidated appearance 
of many parts of the city, this Synagogue is in excellent 
repair both outside and in, and is evidently an object 
of great care and pride to the Community. 

The Soviet Government asserts that it allows complete 
freedom of religious worship (and also of anti-religious 
propaganda), and this claim seems to be substantiated 
in this case at least, as the building and ground on which 
it stands are granted to the Congregation collectively 
and in perpetuity in return for a very small annual tax. 


The members pay each year from 50 to 100 roubles for . 


their seats, according to their means, and this apparently 


. covers the cost of maintaining the building and paying 


the salaries of a Reader and Minister, 
Large Festival Congregations 


On the particular Sabbath when I attended service 
there was only a very small congregation, perhaps one 
seat in ten being occupied, and there were about three, 
mostly elderly, men to each woman. But i seems 
that when the Sabbath falls on a rest day (in Russia 
every sixth day), nearly every seat is filled, and many 
of them by young people of both sexes. On the Fes- 
tivals, it is necessary to book a seat two weeks in 
advance, and overflow services have to be held. 


A few Barmitzvahs are still celebrated, and a few 
young couples proceed from the State Marriage Bureau 
to the Synagogue to be united under the Chuppah, but 
these evénts are becoming rapidly fewer in number. 

As to the future, from a religious point of view the 
outlook does not seem to be very hopeful. It is for- 
bidden in the U.S.S.R. to hold classes for the religious 
instruction of children, but it is not forbidden to parents 
to teach their own children whatever they like. Thus 
small groups of two or three children do sometimes 
gather at the home of one of them for this purpose. 


Bolshevising the Children 


On the other hand, several parents explained to the 
writer that they had given up the attempt to instruct 
their children in religious matters, either because the 
children themselves laughed at them and called them 
“ old-fashioned ” or “ bourgeois,” or because they were 
afraid that teaching so opposed to that given in the 
schools would cause an undesirable conflict in the - 
child's mind, and might prejudice his chances of a 
successful career. © 

In contact with the children themselves, one cannot 
help being struck by the thoroughness with which they 
have had the Soviet teaching dinned into them. So 
that one is forced to the conclusion that in the next 
generation it will no longer be possible to maintain 
Jewish religious services owing to a lack of congregants. 


Viddishism Eacouraged 


These consideration’ do not apply to the teaching 
of the Yiddish language, which is-not only not for- 
bidden, but is encouraged, as the statistics for the 
publication and sale of books and periodicals in this 
language show. ‘In fact, from the number of Yiddish 
books on sale in the bookshops and station bookstalls, 
and the numbér of Yiddish theatres in such towns as 
Moscow, Kiev, and Minsk, and the very high standard 
of their productions, Yiddish lifrature and drama 
would seem to be flourishing. 

Questioned about anti-Semitism, nearly all agreed that 
there was none in official matters, and that cases occur-

THE 


BEHOLD, THE NAZI BEAST 


IF anyone had felt any doubts as to the nature of 
the peril which the democracies are resisting, or as 
to the justice of their struggle, the first month of the 
war must surely have obliterated them. Before our 
eyes we have seen the Nazi military machine in 
action. It has been directed by a system merciless 
and implacable, owning no obligation to God or 
man, no consideration for the sick or infirm, in its 
savage drive to conquest and power. | 

The progress of the Nazi armies has also justi- 
fied the most pessimistic forecasts as to the fate of 
the Jews who crossed their path. We are thinking 
not only of the Polish-Jewish soldiers who, with 
their comrades, have stood gallantly in the breach 
against the marauding Nazi hosts, but of the civilians 
caught up, with their non-Jewish fellows, in a com- 
mon massacre—last Sunday alone the toll in Warsaw 
reached a figure put at over 1,000, while the wounded 
are innumerable. Thousands of Jews have, as we 
reported last week, been. among the casualties of 
the Nazi air raids. In. Vilna alone, hundreds of Jewish 
women and children and old people fell victims as the 
Nazi airplanes bombed the city indiscriminately, 
larecly over the Jewish quarters; machine- 
gunning the inhabitants as they fled through the 
Streets. Here, as indeed everywhere where the Nazi 
beast has trodden, it has left its hoof-marks in the 
shape of extra Jewish pain and sorrow. Many Jews 
have been placed under arrest on charges of espionage 
and sabotage. Repotts speak: of some 500 young 
Jews executed on the charge of firing on the German

forces, of numerous Jewish leaders sentenced -to 


death, of great numbers impressed for labour on 
German fortifications, of heavy fines on Jewish com- 
munities, of looting of Jewish shops and raiding of 
Jewish homes—the Nazis never could keep their 
hands out of Jewish pockets—and of the painfully 
familiar sequel, the escape of many Jews by self- 
destruction. Y¥et there were, and still are, lying 
knaves who yelled that the Jews wanted war, and 
fools who believed it. Was ever. foul legend, which 
could only have been nourished by the wanton 
assumption that the Jewish people had taken leave 
of their wits, more tragically belied? For that 
cruel slander, the Jew-baiters, if they are not com- 
pletely bereft of honour, owe Jews at least an 
honest apology. | 

It is not too soon to look around in this frightful 
situation for ways and means of bringing succour to 
our afflicted coreligionists. Rapidly new Jewish 
problems are being created, vaster perhaps and more 


poignant even than those which have taxed Jewish | 


courage and resources in the, recent past. There are 
multitudes more of hungry mouths to feed and new 
Help must be given, with the 


honour, always ready in such cases, and with that of 
neutral countries like America, whose Jewish popu- 
lation must, in present circumstances of strain, be 
prepared to take, more and more, a foremost part 
in the work of succour. They will not shirk that 
honourable duty. The possibility of rendering 
assistance will depend, of course, on the assent of 
the Nazi and Russian. authorities. But there, too, 


the assistance of America may prove invaluable, at 


all events in the face of a possibly recalcitrant 
Germany. A task of great magnitude is, in general, 
presented, and the question arises whether the United 
Appeal for Jews in Poland, which is courageously 
shouldering it, should not be strengthened in its 
personnel, or perhaps be merged in a more com- 
pletely representative body created ad hoc. 

Nor is the problem one only of immediate relief. 
In the wake of the invaders, new armies of refugees 
are starting up to aggravate an already formidable 
and forbidding problem. As many as 70,000 of these 
hapless fugitives are said to be swarming, in inde- 
scribable conditions, in the litthe Rumanian town 
of Cernauti alone. Others have made for Hungary, 
and tens of thousands have been trudging to the 
Latvian frontier, only to be turned back at the point 
of the bayonet. As the devastation and the horror 
of war grow, the numbers of these unfortunates may 
be multiplied. Steps must be taken to meet this 
tremendous situation. Havens of refuge will have to 
be found as soon as possible, Better instant action 
than waiting until the human avalanche has attained 
its maximum momentum. In this connection it 1s 
reassuring to read the report that the Intergovern- 
mental Committee is not being dissolved, though 
its function of investigating possibilities of overseas 
settlement has been taken over by another body. 

Finally, we have to prepare for the many serious 
problems which will confront the Jewish people 
when the cannons are silent again and, as we all 
devoutly hope, victory will have crowned the allied 
arms. Once again maps may have to be redrawn. 
Once more Jews may be placed under new 
sovereignties, perhaps to find new taskmasters. We 
have to ensure that, so far as our humble labours 
can avail, they shall not be delivered into fresh 
oppression and that, out of all the present horrors 
and carnage, a better world shall emerge in which 


the long night of Jewish suffering will end at last. 


In that supreme effort the “best brains” and the 
most forthright wills should be enlisted with a 
minimum of delay. We cannot face it with our present 
multiplicity of independent organisations.. A special 
body must be formed recruited from those best 
equipped for the purpose, and behind it must be 
massed the solid support of the Jewries of the world. 
For if, in the hour of destiny, we are divided and 
unready, what sympathy could we expect from the 
nations—and how much should we deserve? 


TABERNACLES 


Harp on the heels of Atonement Day, with its tribula- 
tion of spirit,.comes the joyous festival of Succoth. 
This year, however, the advent of the Festival sees the 
Jewish and national sorrow still with us. Yet, even 


. this conjunction js. not without its note of comfort. In 


its broad outline, the Festival offers us the teaching 
that however much wrong may seem to triumph, an all- 
seeing Providence is neither sleeping nor slumbering. 
It reminds us that Israel, fleeing from the wrath of 
the Pharaohs, was nevertheless preserved in the wilder- 
ness and lived to be a vital force in history. What has 
been, in the limited experience of the Jews, ‘will yet 
be in the case of the nations driven underground, for 
the moment, by the assaults of barbarism. Nor can 
we Jews fail to recall in this harvest festival the day 
when its fathers lived a normal and happy life on the 
soil, or fail to draw the hope that what was, in their 
own special case, will yet, under God's guidance, again 
be despite setbacks and passing misfortunes. “ Why 
should we not sing?” exclaimed a great Prime Minister 
during the most depressing period of the last war. In 
that spirit let us celebrate the impending Festival, keep- 
ing our eyes steadily fixed on the brighter day when 
peace will be restored to the stricken earth, and many 
Jews, now driven hither and thither in the welter of war, 


will dwell securely and healthily, “under their vines 


and fig trees” in the unforgettable ancestral home. 


DR. FREUD 


Tue death, in exile, of Dr. Freud, the father of modern 
psycho-analysis, recalls in a flash the deeper incompati- 
bilities and antipathies which have led to the present 
clash—the irreconcilable conflict between obscurantism 
and progress, savagery and humanity. Although his 
latest work provoked much heart-searching and resent- 
ment among the Orthodox, both Jews and rion-Jews, 
its power and brilliance were nevertheless acknow- 
ledged, and the book was recognised as the product of 
a free and original mind in this land where freedom 
and originality are respected and honoured. In regi- 
mented Germany, however, there is no room for these 
qualities, or for the creative genius so vividly exempli- 
fied in Freud, but the possession of which by Jews is 
often denied by lying Nazi and other propaganda. In 
his memorable oration at the laying of the foundation- 
stone of the Hebrew University, Lord Balfour bracketed 
Freud with Einstein and Bergson as outstanding intellec- 
tual influences in the modern world. But to Nazi Ger- 
many these giants and their genius were hateful. Ein- 
stein became a refugee. Freud’s works were confis- 
cated and burned, and he was driven, impoverished 
and in extreme old age, to spend his last days on hospit- 
able foreign soil. 


A GREAT PIONEER 


Wuat the place of Freud will ultimately be in the 
development of human thought, future generations will 
decide. That his work opened up new vistas of specula- 
tion and led men along new and up till then untrodden 
roads of discovery cannot be denied, however fiercely 
controversy may rage. It explored the dark spaces in 
the human mind and character and brought light to bear 
upon their complexities. Much of the misunderstand- 
ing that arose about Freud’s labours sprang from the 
fact that in speaking of sex he was really using the 
word not just in its narrowest sense but rather as 
connoting the most direct and clearest manifestation of 
the will to life. Human conduct is the product of many 
of these instinctive manifestations — the acquisitive 
instinct, for example—but Freud in his examination and 
researches of those connected with sex revealed most 


closely the motives and instincts which stir the human 


race. His pioneering in the terra incognita of the 
subconscious suggested that most of the aberrations 
from moral health against which the ethical precepts 
of the Bible sought to guard are largely ascribable to 
psychological factors. Thus nations and national his- 
tory have often been largely affected by psychological 
process. To this course can be traced many of the 


' burdens under which the Jewish people groan. To the 


same source can be traced the iniquity of war—which 
is more Often not an economic but a psychological 
problem—the madness of morbid nationalism, the 
enthusiastic submission of hosts of men and women to 
the whims and wills of fanatical and irresponsible dic- 
tators, themselves more often than not the victims of 
psychological aberration. 


In all these investigations, the great Jewish thinker 


was as surely working for a better end for mankind 
and for healing the sick as are the most resolute of ° 


philanthropists, but working on a more commanding and 
impressive scale. In a brilliant tribute to Freud broad- 
cast on the radio by Dr. Glover, the latter spoke of 


_ him as “ like Einstein, not only a great man but a great 


Jew.” That Freud should have been. hunted. from 
the land whose glory ‘he was will remain a 
damning indictment of the Nazi system and a justifi- 
cation of the struggle to which civilisation and enlighten- 
ment have reluctantly set their hands and hearts. 


KASHRUTH FOR EVACUEES 

WirH all deference to the difficulties of the existing 
emergency, it is impossible to feel content with the 
religious provision made for Jewish child evacuees. A 


good deal is no doubt being attempted in the matter 


of religious education. But so far as any organised 
provision for the supply of Kasher food is concerned, 
nothing appears to have been done; and before we begin 
to assume that such a step is impracticable at least an 
effort should be made to formulate, if possible, a 
workable scheme. There are, in a number of parts in. 
the country, considerable concentrations of evacuated 
Jewish children. In some instances, at all events, a 
certain amount of machinery probably exists which 
could be used to set up canteens in which one good 
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Kasher meat meal per day could be provided. This 
would, of course, entail a certain amount of expendi- 
ture. But it need not be assumed that many of the 
parents would not defray part, if not the whole, of the 
cost. Is it: suggesting too much to ask that the Shechita 
Board, which has at the moment a comfortable surplus 
of accumulated funds, should shoulder the rest of the 
’ burden? Even in their case, the expenditure would not 
be all loss, seeing that by increasing the consumption 
of Kasher meat it would help them to maintain more 
of their work and their staff during the veritable flight 
from Kashruth that has now set in. 


BARGAIN DRIVING 


THe love of driving a good bargain is a fairly well- 
marked habit in most people, and perhaps the tempta- 
tion to do so tends to strengthen in. times when the 
demands on huinble purses are growing and every 
pound must be made to do its full day’s work. But not 
- all purses are humble, and even in cases where they are 
it is not unreasonable to ask that some consideration 
should be shown to shopkeepers who are often waging 
a fight for sheer business survival. After all, we now 
know that profiteering will. be severely repressed and 
that the chances of unfair profits will be practically 
eliminated. Especially where the cost of articles is 
plainly marked, to haggle over prices is not merely a 
. senseless but a disgusting proceeding apt to call forth 
equally unpleasant comment and ill-feeling. In any 
case, a person who feels that any charge is excessive is 
always at liberty politely to transfer his custom e.se- 
where. Above all is it undesirable that Jews, in strange 
surroundings such as are most of the evacuated, should 
resort to “ bating,” as was the experience reported. by 
one correspondent in this issue. Such conduct is con- 
temptible and reveals a selfish disregard for Jewish as 
well as non-Jewish welfare.

KASHER CANTEEN FOR EVACUEES 
Successful Manchester Experiment 


[From our Correspondent) 


Over a hundred Jewish children from Salford, who 
have been evacuated to a mid-Lancashire district, were 
provided with hot Kasher meals following the morning 
services on Rosh Hashana and Shabbat Shuva. The 
catering was arranged by members of the Manchester 
Machzike Hadass (prominent among whom were 
Messrs. H. Heilpern and J. Balkind), working under the 
auspices of the official Evacuation Committee of the 
Manchester Jewish Community. 

The Machzike Hadass Congregation itself bore the 
expense of this arrangement and secured contributions 
from the parents of the evacuated children. The com- 


_munal meal was held in a hall adjoining that in which 


the services were held, and the cooking was supervised 
by a Jewish refugee. Many of the children also attended 


Shiurim in the near-by little town during the Holy-days. 


Following upon the success of this first experiment, 
the Machzike Hadass propose to place before the Man- 
chester Jewish Evacuation Committee a scheme for 
establishing Kasher canteens on a regular basis in most 
of the reception areas to which Manchester and Salford 
Jewish schoolchildren have been evacuated. 


Meeting of Co-ordinating Committee | 


Mr. S. H. Steisart, J.P., presided at a meeting of the 
Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee. Rabbi Dr. Alt- 
mann was appointed Chairman of the Canvassing and 
Education Committees, and the Canvassing Committee 
was given authority to approach the parents of evacu- 
ated children for support. Mr. Morris Wilks was 
elected Treasurer of the General Committee, and the 
Finance Committee consists of Messrs. Nathan Laski, 
J.P. (Chairman), S. H. Steinart, J.P.. M. Wilks, E. Fox 
and |. Sandler, and Rabbi Dr. Altmann. 

A deputation was appointed to meet the Executive of 
the Shechita Board, which Mr. Wilks intimated, is likely 


to give financial support to tt Evacuation Committee's 
work. 


A Children’s Magazine 


At a meeting held this week under the auspices of 
Nearenu, at the Communal Rabbi's house, 38, Water- 
park Road, the question of keeping up contact with the 


evacuated Jewish children was _ discussed. It was. 


decided to publish a children’s magazine, catering in 
the first place for the evacuees from Manchester and 
Salford. It is hoped that eventually the magazine may 
be made available to Jewish children in other recep- 
tion areas. . The first issue of the magazine, which will 
be a monthly, will appear at the beginning of November, 
and it will be distributed free to the evacuated children. 
The editorial board will consist of Rabbis Dr. A. Alt- 
mann and K. Rosen, Mr. Israel Sunlight and Mr. L. 


In view of the evacuation of the majority of the Jewish 
schoolchildren from Manchester and Salford, the Executive 
of the Nearenu Society have decided, instead of holding the 
usual large Chanucah Festival for children in Manchester 
this year, to organise a number of celebrations in the recep- 
tion areas where the Manchester children are now living. 
Mr. I. Sunlight, Chairman of Nearenu, will shortly visit 
some of the areas to make preliminary arrangements. 

Under the auspices of the National Council for Social 
Service, a Citizens’ Advice Bureau has been opened at the 
Talmud Torah Rooms, Bent Street. Voluntary workers 
will attend on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
each week from 5 to 6 p.m. to answer problems arising from 
war conditions. 


GLASGOW | 
- As the result of activity by the Jewish education authori- 
ties, services during the festivals were held for Jewish 
evacuee children at many reception areas, and were con- 
ducted by Hebrew teachers from Glasgow.

ihe author of this book, who is, I gather, despite his 
name, a Roman Catholic and not a Jew, asserts that 
Hitler does not lead a united country. “To-day it is 
no exaggeration to say,” he writes, “that inside 
Germany at least 50 per cent. of the population is in 
complete disaccord with nearly everything that Hitler 
stands for. 
Hitler methods, without being completely opposed to 
certain results achieved by his policy. The remaining 
30 per cent. is Nazi, but even these do hot form a com- 
plete unit. Among them are many who can reproach 
Hitler for breaking his promises.” 

Mr. Cahen’s authority is good. After serving in the 
German Army on the Western Front, he became, in 
1916, a member of the German Legation in Copen- 
hagen under Count Brockdorff-Rantzau. .- When the 
latter was made the first Foreign Minister of the 
German Republic, Mr. Cahen accompanied him to 
Versailles as a member of the German peace delega- 
tion. As a confidential aide of the Foreign Minister, 
he was approached even at that early date by important 
reactionaries -who wanted his help in forming a 
National Socialist Party. One of them, who later 
became head of the famous publishing house of 
Ulistein after it had been “Aryanised,” was Dr. Stadtler, 
then head of the Anti-Bolshevist League, an organisa- 
tion created and supported by big industrialists, of 
whom the most important were Stinnes and Thyssen. 
These same circles were later among the first to sub- 
sidise the new. “ National Party of German Workmen ”™ 
—the National Socialist Party of Hitler. 


Experience “ Underground ” 


The author began § his 
activities in 1932, before the Nazis came to power, 
when he realised that the old parties of the German 
Republic were incapable of organising an effective 
opposition. With a group of friends, many of them 
occupying important Government positions, he organ- 
ised the “German Vanguard,” a secret group that is 
still. in existence. Shortly after Hitler came to power, 


‘he fled to Czecho-Slovakia, where he attempted to 


organise a compact Opposition that would co-operate 
with the anti-Hitler movement within Germany. 

‘vy hat does the author think of Germany’s chances of 
winning the war? “ Without a shot having been fired,” 
the author writes, “ Germany to-day is in a condition 
similar to, if not worse than, that of 1917. The lack 
of food and raw material, so disastrous for Germany 
in the World War, is even more acute to-day. In war, 
with its accompanying shortage of labour and_ its 
increase in raw material consumption, Germany can be 
victorious only if she wins in a hurry. Six months. is 
the general estimate of the maximum time for a 
possible German victory. The German General Staff 
does not believe in the possibility of overrunning France 
and England, and is apprehensive that.a long war could 
only mean defeat.”

MR. WELLS AND THE JEWS

i: inis book, Mr. Wells concludes that the human 
race is hastening towards extinction.. A way of escape 
from such a fate, as he sees it, is the levelling of national 
frontiers and denominational boundaries for the forma- 
tion of a single world community. ? 

iolding such a view, the author naturally fulminates 
against everything which partitions off sections of men. 
Under this heading, Judaism comes in for unsparing 
While he disapproves of the persecution of 
Jews, he yet finds justification for it. The whole 
trouble, to his mind, is that Jews regard themselves as 
the Chosen People; and, in his view, this idea is “an 
aggressive and vindictive conspiracy” against the 
world. 

‘Qne cannot but marvel at Mr. Wells's treatment of 
the Jewish question, because he fails to resort to that 
rational thinking which he so strongly urges as a

necessity if man is to find a solution to his problems. | 


First of all he asserts that “ there would be no distinc- 
tive Jewish question at all were it not for this remnant 
But a few pages 
later he points out that there was a Jewish question in 
Spain and Portugal after all the Orthodox Jews had 
been expelled! The “baptised Jews became just as 
good or better Catholics than their neighbours,” he tells 
us; but “ that did not help them in the least. Massacre 
and detailed persecution closed in on them.” Does 
Mr. Wells believe that it would have made any

difference to the fate of German Jewry if they had 
unanimously decided to abandon the claim to belong to 
the Chosen People? 

Secondly, this facile hypothesis does not agree with 
patent facts. Mussolini and Sir *Oswald Mosley 
explicitly disavowed anti-Semitism before embracing it. 
Did their conversion have anything to do with the 
Chosen People idea? In this instance, Mr. Wells has 
obviously not pursued the scientific method of first 
sifting the data before deducing a theory. 

He is as much at sea when dealing with Zionism. 
He misrepresents the Jews as demanding their pound of 
flesh from the British Government, while “ the rest of 
the world may go hang.” This is simply untrue. He 
evidently does not know that Zionists agreed to the 
exclusion of Transjordania from the territory for 
Jewish settlement although it was originally included, 
that they accepted the Churchill White Paper which 
involved the abandonment of the claim to a Jewish 
State in Palestine, and that the Zionist leaders have 
repeatedly expressed their readiness to negotiate with 
the Arabs. So far from insisting upon their pound of 


flesh, Zionists are protesting against being robbed of the 


few remaining ounces. 

It is to be feared that the section of this book on 
“The Jewish Influence” can only have the effect of 
providing fuel for the men who, quite indifferent to the 
Chosen People idea, are endeavouring to keep the fires 
of anti-Jewish hatred ablaze; and in this way Mr. Wells 
will be accessory to “ the ruthless hounding of decent 
folk into exile ™ which he finds so distressing to his 
spirit.

YIDDISH POETRY 


One of the Best Anthologies 


“The Golden Peacock.” An Anthology of Yiddish 
Poetry, translated into English Verse. Compiled and 
Edited by Josepn LEeFrwicu. Robert Anscombe, 
10s. 6d. 


I have no specialist knowledge of Yiddish poetry. 
But I am glad to have been asked to read this book, 
because I have come to it as an ordinary reader, and 
have found it full of surprise and delight. I should like 
to encourage many readers, fresh to these poems as I 
was, to share this delight. 

Poetry is not the monopoly of the academic lan- 
guages, because it is not the monopoly of academic 
people. The two separate aims of modern poetry are 
the simplicity of folk-ballads and awareness of modern 
thought. The knitting of these two makes the merit, and 
the charm, of these Yiddish poems. These poems have 
all the tough grace of folk-poetry; yet they are know- 
Jedgable, contemporary, -un-Victorian. There is 
nothing fusty in the whole book. 


Lyric Excellence 


Plainly, Mr. Leftwich is most at home with lyric 
poems; it is in these that his translation, always good, 
rises to its best. Perhaps some intellectual narrowness 
is the common shortcoming of dialect poetry. For a 
dialect is the language of people who know their 
isolation. In their lives, it becomes wonderfully 
expressive; but over a narrow, an isolated range of 
ideas. Because the dialect is not made to deal with 
thoughts outside this range, these poems intellectually 
fall somewhat short, 

They have an intellectual content none the less, and it 
is interesting and attractive. It lies almost wholly in the 
vivid, symbolic force of their imagery. This is common 
to every good poem here, from Peretz’s classic ““Monish” 
to the single and unknown poem by H. Webber. This 
urgent, packed, and thoughtful imagery is most striking 
in the Russian poets here; as it is in many poets, headed 


by Boris Pasternak, who write in Russian. Racialists 
will note that Pasternak is also a Jew; | am content to 
remark that he is one of the finest of modern poets. 

I am not competent to criticise Mr. Leftwich's selec- 
tion; it seems to me admirable, even though I could 
have spared many of the one and two poem pocts, 
particularly from Western countries. But I do not 
doubt that those more competent than I will find this a 
good book; and I know that it will give boundless 
pleasure to the ordinary reader. I myself shall come 
back to it as one of the best of all anthologies.

Deborah Says... 


1 understand that the Jewish National 
Fund has already, through its Education 
Committee, started to evolve plans for 
the Hebrew and Jewish Education of 
evacuated Jewish schoolchildren. This 
is a necessary and urgent step. The 
present situation, in which a large num- 
ber of Jewish children now find them- 
selves almost marooned, from the point 
of view of Jewish teaching, in entirely 
non-Jewish surroundings, is complicated 
by the fact that, in common with other 
children, many of them are unable yet 
to attend school otherwise than in a 
desultory fashion. Dr. Nathan Morris, 
Education Officer of the Jewish Relig- 
ious Education Board, presented to a 
meeting of that body, some months ago, 
a detailed plan for the setting up of an 
emergency organisation for the Jewish 
education of evacuated schoolchildren. 
It would be interesting to know just 
what happened to that scheme, or 
whether it is contemplated that it will 
shortly be put into operation. 


I hear that Mrs. James de Rothschild 
has been almost overwhelmed with 
work in supervising the reception and 
looking after the comfort of mothers 
and children who have been. evacuated 
to her country home. So many mater- 
nity cases came recently~under Mrs. de 
Rothschild’s care that she engaged a 
trained midwife to care for her guests. 


* 


Many Synagogue Ladies’ Guilds 
which have in the past sewn garments 
for specifically Jewish charities have 
now decided to work exclusively for the 
British Red Cross Society. This decision 


has been taken owing to the temporary 
cessation of many purely local charities 
and the removal from London through 
evacuation schemes of those who bene- 
fit in the ordinary way. No doubt some 
form of liaison between the Red Cross 
Society and the Women’s Volunteer 
Service has been put into action, and 
those who are in need and find them- 
selves in reception areas will be enabled 
to receive through the local offices the 
warm garments for themselves and their 
children which were formerly provided 
for them by the industry of the women 
in the Synagogue Sewing Guilds. 


Few Yom Kippur services can have 
been held in such an odd place as that 
arranged by Mr. and Mrs. Max Jacob- 
sen in Crewe, where a small band of 
about nine or ten Jews, some of them 
Americans, found themselves in a town 
with no synagogue and with no access to 
one owing to the black-out, It seemed 
impossible to arrange a service, but you 
cannot crush the Jéwish spirit. Un- 
daunted, they cleared a room in a cleth- 
ing factory, brought along their prayer- 
books, made a temporary Ark of a 
packing-case, and held a service, It was, 
I should think, the first Jewish synagogue 


service ever held yn Crewe.

PICKLES AND CHUTNEYS 


Apple Chutney 


Apples, 3ib. Vinegar, }-pt. 
Seealess raisins, Ilb. Salt, 2 oz. 

Onions, Ground ginger, 4-oz. 
Demerara sugar, lb. Mixed spice, 2 tea- 


A few chillies. spoonfuls. 


PEEL and core apples and then weigh 
them; pee] onions. Put them and the raisins 
and chillies through the mincing machine, 
taking care not to waste any of the juice 
that runs from the apples in the process. 


Put all ingredients into a preserving pan - 


and bring slowly to the boil. Simmer gently, 
keeping it well stirred, till most of the 
liquid is absorbed and the onions are quite 
soft—about fifty minutes. 
jars and tie down. 


Piccalilli 
Vegetable marrow. To every 1} pts. vinegar. 
Cucumber. Curry powder, 4-oz. 
Gherkins. Mustard, }-oz. 
Cauliflower. Flour, }-oz. 
Bution onions. Lump ginger, 4-oz. 
Vinegar. Turmeric, 1} teaspoon- 
Salt. fuls. 


A few peppercorns. Sugar, 14 oz. 


Any of the vegetables mentioned can be 
used. Prepare them in the usual way. Cut 
marrow into cubes; divide cauliflower into 
small sprays. Pour boiling water over the 
onions; let stand for five minutes: then skia 
them. Slice cucumbers into pieces about 
one inch. Mix all the vegetables in a bowl 
and ‘cover with cold brine, allowmg four 
ounces of salt to one pint of water. Leave 
ull next day; then bring just to the boil and 
drain thoroughly. Estimate the amount of 
vinegar required to. cover the vegetables 
and put it in a pan with the sugar. Add 
bruised ginger and peppercorns tied in 
muslin. 

Mix curry powder, turmeric, and flour 
with a little cold vinegar and stir it in; 
continue stirring the mixture till it boils; 
then add vegetables and boil gently for 


using. 


Pot into dry - 


fifteen minutes. Remove bag of ginger. 
Turn into warm dry jars and tie down. 


Pickled Oni 


Use small, silver onions, Scald them 
with boiling water; then peel and ‘wash free 
of grit. Place in a brine strong enough to 
float an egg and leave overnight. To three 
pounds of onions allow one quart of 
vinegar, two teaspoonfuls of allspice, two 
tablespoonfuls of black peppercorns, and 
two teaspoonfuls of salt. Boil these spices 
in the vinegar. Pack onions tightly in w.ice- 
necked jars and pour over the spiced 
vinegar. Keep at least’ a month before 


Mint. Jelly 

Apples, 3lb. Sugar, Ilb. to every pint of juice. 
Water, 3 pts. Chopped mint, | tablespoontul. 
Two lemons. A bunch of mint. 

Use green sour apples; wash them, 
remove stalks and blossom ends and cut 
into thin slices, but do not peel or core 
them. Put in a preserving pan with the 
thinly-peeled rind and juice of the lemons 
and six or eight sprays of mint. Bring 
slowly to the boil and cook to a pulp; 


then drain through a jelly bag or cloth, 


allowing it to drip overnight. Measure the 
juice and return to the same.pan; boil for 
fifteen minutes; then add warmed sugar and 
boil hard till it sets when tested (start test- 


ing after five minutes); stir in the chopped — 


mint; turn into small hot dry jar and tie 
down. 

This is delicious with hot or cold lamb 
Or mutton. 


Marrow Pickle 
Marrow, 4lb, Vinegar, 3 pts. 
Large onions, IIb. Mustard, 4-oz. 
Green apples, Turmeric, 
Brown sugar, 4-Ib. Eight chillies. 
Twelve cloves. 


WEIGH marrow after removing peel and 
seeds. Cut it into cubes. Put it into a 
bowl; sprinkle with salt and let it stand 
over night. The next morning strain it and 
put it in a preserving pan, adding the peeled 
and cut-up apples and onions and the 
remainder of the ingredients, first mixing 
the mustard and turmeric to a smooth paste 
with a little vinegar. Boil for one hour, 
then turn into glass jars and tie down.

BRITISH PEOPLE’S PARTY 
AND THE WAR 


Capt. Gordon-Canning’s New Post 


The British People’s Party, whose Chairman is the 
Marquess of Tavistock and whose Hon. Secretary is 
Mr. John Beckett, announces that it proposes, “ while 
retaining its ‘own individuality and organisation,” to 
place the whole of its resources behind a newly consti- 


tuted body, the “ British Council for Christian Settle- 


ment in Europe.” The Marquess of Tavistock is Act- 
ing Chairman of the new body, whose Treasurer is 
Captain R. Gordon-Canning, for years a leading member 
of the British Union of Fascists and one of Mosley’s 
right-hand men.

It is stated by the Executive of the British People’s 
Party that the object of the present step is to “ do every- 
thing possible to end the war speedily, and to ensure 
that a fair and equitable peace is negotiated.”

| Suspicious Activities at Aerodromes 


Three men, believed to be members of an anti-Jewish 
organisation, were chased from Duxford Aerodrome 
recently, losing hundreds of propaganda leaflets in their 
flight. 

The activities of these men, says the EVENING 
STANDARD, are being investigated by Scotland Yard and 
Air Ministry Intelligence Officers. During the past few 
weeks, it adds, they have been visiting various R.A.F. 
siations and observation posts and making suspicious 
inaquiries. The men are using an old dark-coloured 
motor-car with a false identification plate.

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
War-Time Arrangements 


Many of the friends of the London Jewish Hospital, 
Stepney Green, are probably wondering how it has been 


affected by the war (writes a representative of THe JewisH | 


CHRONICLE). Well, the switch-over from peace-time to 
war-time conditions, under the supervision of the Secretary 
of the Hospital, Mr. G. E. Pitt, has been carried out both 
smoothly and expeditiously, with the result that the 
Hospital is now working, in part, as one of the Ministry 
of Health's Casualty Hospitals, while a first-aid post has 
been established under the direction of the Medical Officer 
of Health of Stepney, the Casualty Department being placed 
at his disposal for this purpose. , 


To Deal With Casualties 


In common with other hospitals, the Jewish Hospital had 
been instructed to make arrangements for dealing imme- 
diately with any casualties arising from hostile action. The 
first step was to arrange for the safety of the patients in 
the Hospital either by discharge to their homes or by 
removal to hospitals in safer areas. The only patients 
kept + the Hospital were those who were too ill to be 


The Personnel 


The medical staff of the Hospital now consists of a 
medical superintendent, two physicians, and one surgeon of 


consulting rank, a dental surgeon, three junior medical — 


and two final-year students from the 


Hospital. All are now resident in the Hospital, with the 
exception of one physician and the dental surgeon. 
nursing staff has been distributed between the 
Hospital and advanced base hospitals in this sector. Some 
have. been transferred to Queen Alexandra's Imperial 
Military Nursing Service. So far it has been possible to 
retain the Matron, Miss M. Hampshire, and her chief 
administrative assistants. A shelter has been erected in 
the Nurses’ Home to give adequate ection to all 
members of the staff not on duty in the Hospital. 


Costly “ Blackout ” Scheme 


As most people know, “ blackening-out™ was a con- 
siderable problem, and the large number and special types 
of windows which had to be screened proved a somewhat 
costly matter for th<= Hospital. 

The exact number of beds that will be available for 

civilian sick has not yet been definitely settled. Beds have 
always been available for all acute forms of illness. - 
_ The Out-Patient Department had been prepared for the 
immediate reception of casualties, but is now working fairly 
normally. . The “ decks,” however, can be cleared in five 
minutes whenever it is necessary to do so. 

A first-aid post and space for the decontamination centre 
are situated in the casualty department. Every door to 
the first-aid post has its own airlock as a prevention 
against gas. 


Normal Provision for Ovut-patients 


Needless to say, many of the members of the honorary 


medical staff.are not able to attend as they have been 
drafted by the Ministry of Health to other hospitals. But 
the medical staff in residence in the Hospital, together with 
those members of the staff still available, make it possible 
to provide the usual service for out-patients. 

Altogether, the precautions taken to meet the present 
emergency have been carried out with minute care. 

it will be obvious from all this that although the 
Hospital is in part under Government control, it is still 
carrying on its peace-time work as a voluntary hospital. 


Hospital's Financial Needs 


War does not reduce sickness, and the Hospital is doing 
all it can to provide the necessary advice and treatment 
for the civilian population. Its income is likely to be 
seriously curtailed—an income which for the past three 
years had been much below expenditure. 

ff it is, therefore, to play its part, it is imperative that 
all the friends of the Hospital shall rally to its aid. Sub- 
scripions must be maintained and, if possible, increased, 
so that there shall’be no question whatever of its not being 
able to meet every call which may be made upon it.

Valuable Work in Last War 


A CALL FOR ITS RENEWAL 
From Major William Schonfield 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—In your issue ef March 18, 1938, you were 
good enough to publish a letter from me advocating the 
setting up of machinery to deal with every. phase of 
the Jewish soldiers’ necessitiés in war, ready to be set 
in motion should the occasion again arise. 

Apparently my effort fell upon deaf ears, and—as is 
very often the case in our Community—things are left 
to take care of themselves. *, 

And now that the occasion has actually arisen and 
the nation is engaged in a fresh struggle, who will look 
after the interests and welfare of the Jewish soldier? 


Origins of the Committee 

During the last war, a War Services Committee, origin- 
ally formed for the enlistment of Russian Jews, undertook 
this duty. With the goodwill of the Government, and the 
consent of the War Office, it became Affiliated to the City 
Recruiting Centre in St. Swithin’s Lane, and had Major 
Lionel de Rothschild, the Military Representative, for its 
Chairman. 

There soldiers and sailors of the Jewish faith came for 
advice, aired any grievances they might have, and asked for 
help. There was much which required very tactful hand- 
ling, especially where religious observances clashed with 
the exigencies of the service. It puzzled non-Jewish officers 
how to deal with them, and the Commitice’s ruling was 
nae sought. Many of the officers had never seen a 

ew. 

Nor did the Committee confine its activities to the 
services, for many a civilian Jew, and even non-Jew, sought 
its counsel. i 


Chaplaincy and Hospital Visitation 

From quite a small beginning it quickly grew in com- 
munal importance. To it was attached the Chaplain’s 
Department with its twenty chaplains and fourteen officiat- 
ing Ministers, who looked after the spiritual needs of 
the men at home and overseas. An extensive visitation to 
hospitals was organised, consisting of voluntary workers 
to the number of sixty-four in London and 129 in the 
Provinces, accredited to 157 hospitals in and around the 
Metropolis, and 1,134 throughout the country. They 
reported upon upwards of 10,000 cases of sick and 
wounded. Where no resident Jew was available, Christian 
volunteered and did excellent work. 

A Hospitality Committee undertook the placing of men

THE ALIENS TRIBUNALS 
Home Secretary Gives Particulars 


Sm Joun ANDERSON (Home Secretary) told Mr. 
GrauaM Wuirte (Liberal, Birkenhead, E.) that he had, in 
consultation with the Lord Chancellor, been able to 
secure the assistance of nearly a hundred men with legal 
experience to review all cases of Germans and Austrians 
who were in this country. Each of these gentlemen 
would sit as a tribunal to review all cases in the area 
assigned to him. In London, there would be several 
tribunals for areas in which there were large numbers 
of Germans and Austrians. No tribunal would have 
more than about 500 cases to examine, and nt would 
therefore be possible to complete the review rapidiy. 

The police would make arrangements for sceing tnat 
particulars of each case were brought before the tribunal. 
The Voluntary Committees which had been befriending 
refugees would assist the tribunals by giving the informa- 
tion which they had about individual aliens, and nt had 
been arranged with the Refugee Joint Consultative 
Committee that they. would send to each tribuna’ an 
accredited representative to act as liaison officer who 
would obtain and present this information. 


“ENEMY ALIEN” 
Objectionable Term May Be Withdrawn 


Mr. Grorrrey Manper (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) 
asked the Home Secretary whether he would consider 
the advisability of withdrawing the description “ enhemy 
alien” now placed on every registration card of Ausirian 
and other refugees, in view of that fact that nearly all 
these persons were friendly aliens and the victims of 
aggression. 

Sir J. Anderson replied: “1 am in sympathy with the 
hon. Member's suggestion. Under the Aliens. Order, 
nationals of a State with which this country ts at war 
are subject to certain provisions which are not applic- 
able to aliens of other nationalities. These provisions 


are expleined in two printed slips, of which one is 


attached to the registration certificate of Germans and 
Austrians and the other to the certificates of other aliens. 

“ | find that, in order to prevent mistakes in the use of 
the two prints, there were added at the foot of the first 
print the words ‘Enemy alien.’ All these cases are, 
however, to be reviewed by the tribunals which | am 
appointing, and wherever the tribunal decides that a 
German or Austrian can be relieved from the special 
restrictions applicable to enemy aliens, this slip will be 
cancelled and a more appropriate endorsement stam ped 
on the certificate.” . 


BRITISH GUIANA 


Settlement Scheme Suspended 


Mr. Matcotm MacDonatp (Colonial Secretary) told 
Mr. ROLAND Rosinson (Con. Blackpool) that the 
refugee organisations in this country were on the point 
of setting up a corporation to carry out the proposed 
experimental settlement scheme in British Guiana, but 
owing to the outbreak of war further action in the 
matter had had to be suspended for the time being.

on leave in temporary homes in Jewish families, more 
especially during Passover and the High Festivals. 

The Committee’s records showed the names of 1,860 
officers and 28,260 other ranks for the period from August, 
1916 (when it commenced its functions), to December, 1917. 
No doubt many more were added thereafter. It was also 
able to show the high percentage of Jews serving in the 
British Forces. 

During the same period, besides 4,000 personal inter- 
views, thousands of communications were dealt with by 
correspondence. Nearly 10,000 copies of the “ Soldier's 
Prayer Book™ and the Chief Rabbi's “Book of Jewish 
Thoughts were distributed. 

Apart from all these activities. the Committee justified 
its existence in many other directions. 


A Greater Need To-day 


With the calling-up of the Militia, im addition to 
Regulars and Territorials, these duties—-but to a much 
greater extent—devolve now as then upon the Community. 
In due course will be added those connected with refugees 
who will be accepted for the national services, and 1s 
rumoured that, following the example of France, a foreign 
legion is likely to be raised. | 

! have set out all this in some detail in order to draw our 
leaders” attention to their responsibilities.

GAS MASKS AND THE SABBATH 


The following is a copy of an interesting notice I read 
the other day in a Liverpool Jewish shop window. It is 
issued over the seal of a Liverpool Rabbi: 

“The carrying of gas masks on Sabbath is only 
allowed M¥O —for the purpose of attending a 
religious service or a very urgent matter, when it is 
not possible to have it (sic) carried by a “"33 or P IT” 

I do not question the legal validity of this pronounce- 
ment, but its adoption is impracticable. In the first place, 
all “O° have been evacuated from Liverpool, and 
secondly, one cannot be expected to hire a “2” to act 
as a “nochschlepper.” More practical is the advice given 
in a circular issued by the Rabbi and Wardens of my 
Synagogue. It says: “Gas masks should be carried into 
the Synagogue at every service and placed in the seat box.” 
—Mr. Davip Hupary, 3, Centreville Road, Liverpool, 18. 


PATRIOTISM AND PIETY 


I think “ Chronicler ” should be taken to task for start- 
ing the she'alah as to whether gas masks can be carried 
on the Sabbath or not. Those people who are so froom 
that they want black boys to carry their masks about on 
Shobbos.can do so. But let it be known that every Jew ts 
to do his duty as a reasonable British citizen and not be a 
nuisance to the authorities. In any case, if a law is passed 


. making the carrying of masks compulsory. the she’alah 


would not arise. ‘Then there are the Chief Rabbi's state- 
ments on Kashrut and evacuees. If only Trefa meat can 
be had. can the children eat only eggs? Fish is always 
hard to obtain in many villages. ‘Will the foster-mothers 
cook eggs for the Jewish children and meat for the others”? 
Could they do so by gas were it rationed’? If Kasher meat 
is sent down by the mothers of the children, will it be 
Kashered before sent or by the foster people? And if it is 
Kashered, ectc.. and cooked in a Trefa: pan, does it still 
remain Kasher? The Chief. Rabbi issued an edict over the 
wireless which was admirable. He issued a further edict 
of a very different kind. This second edict is causing a

DISGUSTING CONDUCT

EXODUS OF THE CHILDREN 
Social Worker’s Tribute 


High tribute to the L.C.C. and the teachers in connec- 
tion with the arrangements which were made in the recent 
evacuation of children from London is paid by that well- 
known social worker, Miss Miriam Moses, J.P. (writes a 
Jewish CHRONICLE representative), in the course of an inter- 
view. Miss Moses is the Warden of the Brady Girls Club 
in Hanbury Street, E., where from early —s until late 
at night she attends to the hundred and one letters that 
demand her immediate attention in connection with the 
great work which this Club is — for the welfare of 
the kiddies who have been evacuated. 

In the area of East London with which she is concerned 
the percentage of the Jewish children evacuated was 
seventy-five. 


“Simply Marvellous” Organisation 


The organisation of the L.C.C. was, to use her own 
words, “simply marvellous ”; and the help of the teachers 
was beyond praise. As to the Jewish mothers themselves, 
who are known for their great attachment to their children, 
they controlled themselves very well indeed, she said, con- 


‘ sidering the ordeal whicn they were undergoing. Miss 


Moses said she was proud to have been able to take part 
in such an organisation, and particularly referred to the 
work of Mr. Butcher, the L.C.C. Evacuation Officer for 
that area. She herself was. present at the exodus of the 
children from the Jews’ Free School (Central); the Robert 
Montefiore Senior, Junior, and Infant Schools; Buxton 
Street School; and the Commercial Street Infants’ School. 


Kiddies Settling Down 


As Chairman of the Managers of the Robert Montefiore 
and Buxton Street Schools Miss Moses has seen some of 
the head teachers, who told her that the children were all 
settling down very niceiy indeed. Religious services were 
held for them on the Holy-days, which had been organised 
by the teachers, and in some cases visitors and the mothers 
were invited to attend. : 

Those who have come in contact with these children 
have been highly impressed by their behaviour as Jews, 
by their general eagerness to be of help to their hostesses, 
and, in fact, by their conduct all round. 


Religious Instruction Plans 


I questionéd Miss Moses about the children’s religious 
instruction. She felt, she said, that wherever it was 
possible, and there are Jewish teachers available on the 
staff, religious instruction would go on. But she did feel 
that they ought not to leave too much to the teachers, 
but that the Community should make the _ necessary 
arrangements for teachers of religion to visit the children, 
and that the same applied to visiting ministers. 

Miss Moses regretted there should be parents who were 
bringing their children back to town. She appealed for 
clothing (and any other gifts) for many of. the littie 
evacuees whose parents were asking for such help. They 
should be sent to her, addressed.to the Brady Girls’ Club, 
192, Hanbury Street, E.l. Miss Moses assured me that 
she would see that any such parcels. would reach. their 
destination with the minimum of delay. 


NO COMPLAINTS! 


In the district round the country town of Berkhamsted 
are many evacuees, mainly from East London. A number 
are Jews, mothers and children, from Stepney. 


One day last week (writes a correspondent) 4 made my 


way to the St. Peter's Hall in the High Street, where a 
number of judges—schoolmasters and Councillors—sit daily 
to settle questions dealing with the relations between local 
people and the newcomers.. 1 waited while Mrs. Smith. 
a cockney, received a reply to a query about her lodgings, 
and then I asked how the process of living together was 
working out. “‘ Quite -satisfactorily,” was the reply. 


“Tam, of course, particularly interested in the Jewish - 


aspects of this,” I said. “Please be perfectly honest with 
me and tell me if you have any complaints.” 

_ “There ts nothing to complain about,” | was told. “* There 
is some minor discomfort, but so far as 1 know every- 
thing is all right.” My informant, a schoolmaster, then 
went on to tell me of how the children were being taught 
in the local schools. 

In the High Street I came across “Mrs. Cohen.” She 
was very shy and would not allow me to use her real 
name. She is staying there with two young children, and 
she told me they were as comfortable as could be in the 
circumstances. “Everyone is most considerate and help- 
ful,” she said when I asked her how she was _ being 
treated. 

That this is so is borne out by the statement of Mrs. 
Haslam, representative of the Women’s Voluntary Services, 
to a newspaperman. “Much remains to be done,” she 
said, “ but we see our way to welding into a constructive 


whole the many new social groups whose lives are now 
bound with ours.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Tabernacle of Peace 


To celebrate Succoth in war-time seems strangely 
incongruous. It is the Season of our Rejoicing; but 
who can be glad when the world is being submerged 
in a sea of blood and suffering? Succoth is a time not 
only of joy, but of family union: “ Thou shalt rejoice, 
thou and thy son, and thy daughter” . . . But to-day 
children have been torn from parents, husbands taken 
from their wives . . . Shall we at this time build our- 
selves a frail Booth, when we require. steel and con- 
crete for protection? Shall we commemorate a Festi- 
val of Ingathering, when Death is the Reaper and the 
Harvest is a Crop of Lives? Is it possible, in all sin- 
cerity, to create within ourselves the requisite festive 
mood, and become as of old Succah-dwellers? 

Cogent as these contentions may seem at the first 
blush, the truth is not with them. They miss the inward- 
ness of our Festival and its healing message of hope. 


In times of emergency there is always the danger that 
we may lose our sense of perspective, and become 
impatient. We tend to concentrate all our thoughts on 
the anxieties and problems of the moment. Our whole 
being aches for speedy success, and we long impulsively 
to engage in some action to help accomplish the desired 
end. But victory requires not only action; infinite 
patience and imperturbable courage are no _ less 
important. In the end, the day may be won not by 
the stronger army, but by the greater faith. It is this 
lesson of faith which is the keynote of our Succah 
message. 

In the dawn of history we suffered at the hands of a 
ruthless tyrant who enslaved us, deprived us of human 
rights, tortured and killed us at. will. At last our 
ancestors rent asunder the chains of their bondage. Yet 
still the tyrant pursued them, till he compelled them to 
plunge into the Red Sea. 
received their quietus. He and his mighty host were 
drowned; they perished by the very means by which 
they had sought to destroy their victims. But the Red 
Sea did not end Israel's suffering. Beyond stretched 
the wilderness—dearth, hunger, thirst, dangers unfore- 
seen. But, undaunted, our ancestors marched on, and 
in this very wilderness they erected unto themselves 


‘tabernacles. Strange, ramshackle structures they must 


have appeared even then, with their frail walls and 
flimsy covering of leaves. Yet it was in these frail 
booths that Israel learnt a great truth, perhaps the 
greatest lesson that humanity has still to learn. They 
realised that salvation was of the Lord. With God the 
frailest habitation was impregnable; without Him, the 
strongest fortress garrisoned by the mightiest hosts 
must succumb. Tyranny had no future, for only 
righteousness endured. 

These eternal truths were symbolised in the Booth 
first erected amidst the arid wastes of the desert; and 
since then it has become the emblem of humanity's 
Hope and Faith. © It signifies that however dark the 
present (in the Succah the shadows exceed the sunlight), 
that however defenceless the victims (none could be 
weaker than liberated slaves), that however strong the 
aggressor (none was more powerful in that period of 
history than Pharaoh), that however menacing the 
wilderness (dearth and danger confronted Israel at every 
step), nevertheless the ultimate victory is with the God 
of Justice, who saves the innocent even when they walk 
through the valley of the shadow of death, even when 
the waters of destruction reach to the soul. Fearlessly, 
the Booth proclaims that the only foundation on which 
life can be built is one of spiritual idealism. The 
strength of human structures, the Jewish Tabernacle 
teaches, is to be sought not in their solidity but in their 
spirit, not in the thickriess of the enclosing walls but 
in the capacity for receiving Light. If the Light of 
Heaven percolates through the roof-covering, if the 
Grace of God, the teaching of Religiots Idealism, is 
not excluded from our building, we are safe, our work 
will endure, our future will be blessed. 


To-day, this ancient Succah-lesson must be indelibly 
imprinted in our hearts and minds. The details of his- 
tory necessarily change, but not the spirit of Providence. 
The modern Pharaoh’s -ambitions may include the 
devouring of the entire world; he may bring not only 
Israel but all mankind to the Red Sea of Blood—the 
inevitable attribute of modern warfare, which in turn 
must be followed by the period of Wilderness of untold 
economic suffering; yet let us never lose hope or faith. 
The defeat of Pharaohism is assured from the begin- 
ning; tyranny bears the seed of its own undoing. After 
the Wilderness, however, comes the Promised Land. 
But let us learn—we and all humanity—that the Brave 
New World of our dreams, the world of Prophetic 
Visions, can be built only on spiritual foundations. The 
New World which Peace will bring must eschew all 
untruth, victimisation, and unrighteousness. It must be 
a Succah-like world, with One God and One humanity, 
in which there shall be neither weak nor strong, neither 
aggressor nor victim, only fellow human beings work- 
ing for one goal—the common weal of all humanity.

_ investments and Securities 


Stock markets are gradually becoming more normal. 
The first rush to sell securities in order to obtain cash 
immediately after the outbreak of hostilities has come 
to an end. Liquidation in connection with the settle- 
ment which was arranged on September 21 exerted con- 
siderable pressure upon markets at one time, but with 
its removal, security values which had been allowed 
to drift to very low levels began a recovery. 

The selling had been directed largely to the more 
popular securities. It was found impossible to dispose 
of British Government stocks owing to established 
minimum prices. Those in need of liquid resources 
therefore turned to stocks and shares in which there 
was some semblance of a market. 

Thai had disastrous effect upon values in some sec- 
tions. Bank shares, for instance, were marked down 
drastically on attempted sales to raise liquid funds. The 
same applied to some brewery securities as well as 
tobacco stocks and shares and other prominent indus- 
trials. Securities had to be offered until the price 
became attractive to a buyer. As a result market 
dealers placed very little stock on their books. 


FUTURE PROBLEMS 


Directly liquidation subsided, attempted purchases at 
the considerably lower price levels found supplies virtu- 
ally non-existent. The rally in prices in some sections 
was fairly substantial. it must be recognised that 
markets generally will remain somewhat erratic. Senti- 
ment will no doubt be swayed by news from the war 
front. There are other factors such as increased taxa- 


tion under the Emergency Budget and prospective Trea- 


sury borrowing for war purposes. 

A general contention; however, is that security values 
in general should see rather higher price levels, but it 
must be recognised that some sections of industry will 
fare better than others under war conditions. 

At the moment electric power equities are out of 
favour. It is contended that most of the companies, 
particularly those in_ the Metropolitan area, will be 
severely hit by the great “ black-out.” There is also 
indecision concerning developing Rand gold shares 
because of difficulty in obtaining new finance. - A 
rumour that the Union Government will provide 
resources for the developers out of profits on gold above 
150s. per ounce has no official backing at the moment. 
Markets need constant watching. 


CABLE AND WIRELESS 


Companies in the Cable and Wireless combine are main- 


‘taining interim dividends on account of the current year. It 


is announced that Cable and Wireless Ltd., the operating 
company, is to pay an interim of 14 per cent., .while Cable 
and Wireless (Holding). ts to distribute the full 23 per cent. 
half year’s dividend on the 54% Preference stock. 
Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company is also repeating its 
interim at 34 per cent. Last time there was a final dividend 
of 14 per cent. from the Cable and Wireless operating 
company, and the holding concern was abie to pay 4 per 
cent. on its ordinary stock for the year. The Marconi 
interim was followed by a final of 84 per cent. and a 
special tax free distribution of 3 per cent. The distributions 
now announced are reassuring. 
business of the cOémmunication companies m war-time. 
Traffic index figures were suspended at the end of June. 
The ordinary stock of Cable and Wireless (Holding) stands 
in the market around 45 with the preference at 80. 
CEMENT DIVIDENDS 

Shareholders in Associated 
and its subsidiary, British Portland 
Cement Manufacturers Ltd., will welcome the news that 
both companies are to maintain their interim dividends for 
the current year at 7} per cent. Last year the Associated 
company paid 20 per cent. in all for the year. This went 
against 22} per cent. previously but was paid on an increased 
capital. The British company maintained its year’s distri- 
bution at 22} per cent. The ordinary stocks of both com- 
panies have fallen somewhat heavily in price, though around 
63s. 9d. for Associated and 77s. 6d. for British £1 ordinary 
units they are now above the lowest of the year. They have 
suffered from the selling experienced in most leading indus- 
trial issues. There is also the fact that at the last annual 
meetings early this year Sir P. Malcolm Stewart, Chairman 
of both companies drew attention to some falling off in 
‘demand as well as increased costs. Since then of course 
conditions have changed though it is hard as yet to judge 
the possible effects on the companies. Though demand for 
building, roadmaking, etc., will obviously suffer in war-time 
much cement will undoubtedly be required for Government 
work of various kinds as well as A.R.P.

Surpassing even “ Mamlock ” in its amazing exposure 
of the inhuman methods of the satellites of Goebbels 
and Himmier, this film record of the harrowing experi- 


_ ences of Isobel Steele, American journalist -in Nazi 


Germany in 1934, is the best evidence yet shown of that 
inhumanity and barbarity. 

Granted the production of the film is poor by com- 
parison with the Warner film which first attacked the 
Nazi methods, the appeal of the story is more universal. 
The acting inexperience of Miss Steele and of the sup- 
porting cast is overcome by the sincerity of their per- 


formances and by a shrewd choice of characters to 


suit the parts. 

No attempt has been made to sensationalise the story, 
and the effect has been achieved by repetition of certain 
atmospheric scenes, coupled with a straight recounting 
of proved events. In more competent hands, the 
characters might have become film classics. As it is, 
they indicate with pitiable truth a nightmare world that 
exists to-day and bring home to audiences the dangers 


of a Nazi domination such as we are now determined to

MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS 


Car Sales and War Economy 


So much attention has been paid to peirol rationing 
and car lighting that there is a danger of motorists 
forgetting all about another equally important point, 
maintenance and repairs. 

many garages have been converted into ambulance 


depots and fire stations, and hosts of mechanics have 


joined the fighting services, which are so largely 
mechanised nowadays. . However, sufficient garages to 
meet the demands of motorists will continue to operate, 
and no real difficulty should be experienced in getting 
normal repair work done. 


Morris Spare Parts 


As for spare parts, Morris Motors, Ltd., have offi- 
cially announced that they will continue to service all 
vehicles of their manufacture to the best of thei ability 
under existing tonditions. I understand that compre- 
hensive stocks of all parts for Morris cars are at 


present available, and can be obtained through the 


medium of their distributor and dealer organisation. 

There is no doubt, of course, that the war has had 
a serious effect on car sales, if only because of the 
rationing of petrol, but it would be a mistake to over- 
estimate this tendency. The Riley people, for instance, 
have found that now the initial shock Is over, a steady 
stream of orders has started to flow again.

In their particular case it may be that the fuel con- 
sumption guarantee of the “ Twelve ” has something to 
do with it.

Naturally, the number of road patrols has been 
reduced, but the Club is continuing its full service to 
members from the headquarters in London, and from 
the branch offices in all parts of the country. Staffs 
have been depleted owing to the large number of men 
who have been called up for service in the Navy, Army 
and Air Force, but-«alf departments such as the legal, 
engineers, “get you home” service, touring and 
routes are functioning normally.

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SUCCOTH 


BY AUNTIE 


AST year, when talking about Succoth, 
L' referred to the associations of the 

Festival with the idea of peace. We 
may still pray that the Almighty may soon 
spread over us again His tabernacle of 
peace. To-day I should like to tell you of 
some of the other ideas which the 
symbolism of Succoth suggests. 


THe Desert JOURNEY 


First of all, of course, the succah is 
meant to recall the days when our ancestors 
were wending their way across the desert 
wastes towards the Promised Land and 
dwelt in tents or booths, frail dwellings, 
exposed to the elements. We hardly need 
reminding in these days, when so many of 
our people have been uprooted from their 
homes, that our dwellings have nothing 
permanent about them and that we are still 
dependent, as always, on the divine protec- 
tion. The succah is decorated with the 
fruits of the earth, another symbol of our 
dependence on Heaven's bounty. 


LULAB AND ETHROG 
The lulab and ethrog are beautiful sym- 


bols, round which the fancy of the Rabbis . 


lovingly played. The straight palm is 
hkened to the backbone of man, the myrtle 
to his eye (from the shape of the leaves), 
the willow to his mouth, and the citron to 
his heart. Some there are that are straight 
and strong, upright like the palm (“the 
righteous shall spring up like the palm 
tree"); others are keen sighted, men of 
vision; others again possess. eloquence,, are 
silver-tongued orators, able to hold forth 
in the market-place, able to teach ,and, 
expound; yet others are men of good heart, 
generous and charitable. All these bound 
‘together make up the House of Israel. The 
one supplements the others.. Conversely, 
too, there may be men of stiff-necked pride, 
those who follow the lusts of the eye, those 
who speak vain things, and others whose 
heart is hard, whose soul is selfish. All 
these sins must be atoned for. | 


MANY QUALITIES 


The human family, we are taught, con- 
sists of many different types. The citron has 
fragrance and taste; the myrtle has odour 
but no taste; the date of the palm has taste 
but no odour; the willow has neither frag- 
rance nor taste. Those endowed with gifts 
and talents and material possessions must 
help to support and encourage those not 
so richly blessed. The myrtle, of course, 
was especially associated with Queen

Esther, whose Hebrew name was Hadassah, 
Myrtle. The myrtle spreads fragrance, just 
as Esther spread grace, and the Midrash 
tells us that, just as the myrtle has a sweet 
odour and its berries have a bitter taste, so 
Esther was sweet to Mordecai and bitter 
to Haman. 


WAVING BRANCHES 


The lulab is waved in all directions to 
symbolise the omnipresence of God. God 
is everywhere. It is usual to cause the 
leaves to make a clapping sound, recalling, 
perhaps, the lyric words of Isaiah: 

Ye shall go out with joy 

And be led forth with peace; 

The mountains shal] break forth before you 

into singing, 

And all the trees shall clap their hands. 

Thus on the Festival of Succoth we 
picture man and Nature combining to sing 
the praises of the Almighty. The elements 
of Nature, the Rabbis tell us, are sym- 
bolised by the lulab and ethrog. The deep 
yellow hue of the citron resembles fire: the 
lofty branches of the palm grow high into 
the air; the lowly myrtle grows close to 
the ground; and the willow, which grows 
beside the stream, symbolises water. Thus 
fire, air, earth, and water are combined in 
the worship of God.

Succoth is known as “ The Time of Our 
Rejoicing *; it would be wrong to be miser- 
able even if there is plenty to make us sad 
and depressed. So l am going to conclude 
with a little story to make you smile. A 
man bought a watch, but when he got it 
home from the shop it stopped.

WAR’S EFFECT ON SOCIETIES 


Emergency Steps Taken by 
Many Orders 


- Friendly Societies are facing many difficulties at the 
moment which modern war conditions force upon them. 
Most of them, if not all, prepared themselves for possible 
changed conditions by arranging “ shadow ” emergency 
measures before war broke out, and now they are busy 
putting these measures into force and submitting for 
registration with the Registrar of Friendly Societies the 
changes and amendments in Rules necessitated. 

Some Orders with headquarters in the London area have 
given Po response to the advice given to citizens in 
general by the authorities to evacuate where possible to 
the country. Both the Order Achei Ameth and the Grand 
Order of Israel and Shield of David have moved ‘o “Oak- 
side,” Bodiam, Sussex (Telephone: Staplecross 85). The 
Grand Order Sons of Jacob headquarters are now at 
“ Wyberlye,” Leylands Road, Burgess Hill, Sussex. 


ORDER ACHE! AMETH 


Consideration of Death Endowment Fund 


The Order recently reviewed the emergency measures 
approved at the last annual conference in May. In view 
of the changed conditions now, the Executive Council 
have taken steps to secure to the Order's members not 
only the benefits in connection with death endowment but 
also, where possible, in connection with the Lodges. 

Because of the fortunate position of the Order's Death 
Endowment Fund—it will be remembered that at: the last 
quinquennial valuation this fund was valued as the highest 
among the Orders in the Jewish Friendly Society move- 
ment, at 15s. Sd. in the pound—the Order is able to pay 
large sums in respect of all claims submitted, and up to the 
present there have been. no deductions at all from such 
payments. 


‘Executive's Meeting 


At an Emergency Meeting of the Executive Council held 
in London last week the position of those members 
serving with His Majesty's Forces or doing other whole- 
time work of national importance was considered. It was 
recognised that it was not possible to expect such members 
to be able to continue to pay their full contributions, and 
so a rule is being submitted for registration which will 
en alleviate any hardships that might otherwise 
all. 


The Executive Council also considered the position of 
Lodges generally, having regard to the fact that a large 


. number of members would lose their employment as a 


result of the outbreak of war, and in this case, too, it 
is hoped to register an amendment of the rules, giving con- 


siderable relief to such members from payment of 
contributions.

WAR-TIME PROBLEMS 
Some Official Regulations 


My postbag at present consists mainly of knotty prob- 
. Here is a typical imstance: 5 months ago I 
assisted an elderly Jewish couple to book passages in an 
Orient liner for Australia leaving in October. The couple, 
who, with their daughter, had transferred their capital to 
Sydney, have asked me whether to stay here or proceed 
with their plans. Now it is extremely difficult to give an 
opinion in such a case, but finally, and expressing a purely 
personal view, I said that if 1 were in their position I 
should sail, trusting in Providence and the might of the 
protective British Navy. | : 

In the view of many competent authorities, with the 
perfecting of the convoy system, the risk of attack by 
enemy submarines has ‘been greatly diminished, and if the 
present rate of our sinking of U-boats continues, the 
danger will in a short time be virtually non-existent. 


Orders on Currency 


A great many other inquiries concern the regulations 
on the taking out of currency by travellers from this 
country. Here are the official orders, recently issued: 

Money may not be taken out of the country without official 
permission. This includes bank-notes, travellers’ cheques, 
postal orders, gold, securities, or foreign currency (eg, bank- 
notes, promissory notes, cheques, drafts, and other bills of 
exchange expressed in a currency other than sterling) : 

On leaving the United Kingdom, all traveilers will be required 
to declare to the Immigration Officer any money (British or 
foreign) which they may be taking abroad, and to produce 
their authority. This applies to ai] currencies (except British 
silver and copper coin) 

The necessary authority should be applied for by compicting 
the appropriate forms T or X (obtainable from any bank). If 
the application is granted, the traveller will receive Certificate 
C, which he must surrender to the Immigration Officer before 
leaving the United Kingdom 

Travellers arriving in the United Kingdom may complete a 
form of declaration, which will be available cither on board 
ship or from the Immigration Officer, showing what moncy they 
have brought with them. This declaration, stamped by the 
Immigration Officer, should be retained, and will be accepted 
as a justification for taking the same amount of moncy out 
of the country when the traveller leaves again. In this. way, 
the necessity for an application on Form X on the occasion of 
every departure can be avonied. :
